Ix would appear, after a glance 
tubrough the Report,* that the revo- 


lutionary activities in Bengal during 


the now famous revolutionary era 
were not that intense or, for that 
mutter, extensive either. Take the 
figures of the arrested or killed 
among 'Naxals in West Bengal in 


1969-71 for comparison. 

The second feature of the revolu 
tionary era that surfaces is its entire- 
ly elitist character. In fact, the 
Rowlatt Committee never failed to 
qualify this character as Bhadralok. 
in and of context. For one 
thing, the revohutionaries were them- 
selves either Bralymins or Kavyasthas, 
But more than that. Their bias was 
pre-eminently Bhadralok.
